cheap and flexible service both for 
passengers and freight over short 
distances. For long hauls and for 
large consignments in truck-loade 
the railway can usually hold its own 
when well managed, but.where runs 
are short ‘and loads’ are compara- 
tively small, motor transport by 
road is much cheaper. Some tecent 
American figures in this connection 
are of interest. To operatea small 
local train a mile costs approxim- 
ate $1.25 gold.. To operate a motor- 
bus costs: from 25 to’ 30. cents. The 
ratio is thus not far from 5 to 1. 
Fuel, costs, which average 93 "cents 
a’mile for‘the train, are but 3 cents 
for the bus.’ The number of cm- 
ployees needed, in operation is, of 
course, very much less, and wages 
per mile are but.4,cents for the 
bug os compared with 38 cents for 
the railroad train. In. a survey

inaccessible thoroughfares as May
